TO 

Amend the Law relating to the Presentment of Public Money 
by Grand Juries in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to the 
presentment of public money by grand juries in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same : 



Preliminary. 

1. This Act maybe cited for all purposes as “The Grand Jury 
(Ireland) Act, 1872.” 

10 2. This Act shall commence and have effect 

3. In this Act — 

The expression “ Chief Secretary ” shall mean the chief secretary 
to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for the time being : 

The expression “ the principal Act ” shall mean the Act of the 
15 session of the sixth and seventh years of his late Majesty 
King William the Eourtli, chapter one hundred and sixteen, 
intituled “ An Act to consolidate and amend the laws relating 
“ to the presentment of public money by grand juries in 
“ Ireland,” as the same is amended by any Act or Acts : 

20 The expression “governing body,” in relation to the several 
districts mentioned in the second column of the schedule A. to 
this Act annexed, shall mean the persons or bodies of persons in 
that behalf described in the third column of the said schedule : 

The term “ prescribed ” means prescribed by any rules made 
25 under the authority of this Act. 

4. The principal Act, as amended by this Act, and this Act shall 
be construed together a,s one Act. 
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PART I. 

The Grand Jury Commissioners . \ 

5. The following persons, that is to say, A, B, and C, shall he 
constituted Commissioners for carrying the purposes of this part 
of this Act into execution, and shall he styled “The Grand Jury 5 
Commissioners of 1872.” 

6. In case of any vacancy happening by death, resignation, 
refusal to act, or otherwise, in the office of any of the said Com- 
missioners (in this Act referred to as “ the Commissioners ), it shall 

he lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to appoint a person to fill such 10 
vacancy. 

7. The three Commissioners shall, unless prevented by sickness 
or other inevitable cause, sit together for the purposes of this part 
of this Act, hut the acts and decisions of two of the Commissioners 
shall he deemed to he acts and decisions of the Commissioners. 15 

8. The Commissioners shall from time to time appoint by writing 
a clerk, who shall hold his office during then pleasure, and shall re- 
ceive such remuneration for Lis services as the Co mmi ssioners with the 
approval of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury may appoint. 

9. The Commissioners shall, having regard to the purposes of 20 
the principal Act and of this Act, fix and determine the number 

of cesspayers, not being more than twelve nor less than five, 
proper, with reference to the extent and circumstances of each 
county of a city, county of a town, and barony, to he elected in 
manner by this Act directed, to he associated with the justices at 25 
the presentment sessions to he holden in and for such county of a 
city, county of a town, and barony, under the authority and for the 
purposes of the principal Act. 

Where in the opinion of the Commissioners the baronies into 
which any county is divided are not constituted in the manner best 30 
suited for the purposes of the principal Act and this Act, they may 
constitute a new barony or new baronies in such county, either by 
dividing any barony into parts or by uniting any two or more 
baronies, as they think fit. 

The Co mmi ssioners may, if they think it expedient for the pur- 35 
pose of the election of cesspayers, divide any barony into elec- 
toral districts, for each of which electoral districts one cesspayer 
shall be elected to be associated with the justices at presentment 
sessions to be holden in and for such barony under the authority 
and for the purposes of the principal Act, and in making any such JO 
division the Commissioners shall have regard to the extent and 
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circumstances of the barony, and shall divide the same so that, a.d. 1872 . 

as near as may he, the annual value of the lands, tenements, and 

hereditaments situate within each of the electoral districts of such 
barony may he the same. 

5 The Commissioners shall also, having regard to the purposes of 
the principal Act and this Act, fix and determine the number of 
cesspayers and justices proper, with reference to the extent and 
circumstances of each barony, to be elected in manner by this Act 
directed to represent such barony, and to attend at the presentment 
10 sessions to be holden for the county in which such barony is situated 
under the authority and for the purposes of the principal Act in the 
county court-house, in respect of business relating to the coimty at 
large ; provided always that the number of cesspayers and justices 
shall be the same. 

15 The Commissioners shall also, having regard to the purposes of 
the principal Act and of this Act, fix and determine the number of 
persons proper, with reference to the extent and circumstances 
of each district mentioned in the second column of the Schedule A. 
to this Act annexed, to be elected by the governing body of such 
20 district to represent such district, and to attend at the presentment 
sessions to be holden for the county mentioned in the first column 
of the said schedule in connexion with such district under the 
authority and for the purposes of the principal Act in the county 
court-house, in respect of business relating to the county at large. 

25 The Commissioners may settle and determine all matters which 
may come before them in such manner in all respects as, subject 
to the provisions of this Act, they may think most fit, equitable, 
and expedient, and as fully and effectually as could be done by Act 
of Parliament. 

30 10. The Commissioners shall within one month after the passing Commis- 

of this Act publish notices appointing a place at which documents p^b Hsk t0 
may be delivered to their clerk, and at which copies of the rules notices, 
made by them for regulating their proceedings may be obtained. 

They shall within two months after them appointment publish 
35 notices appointing the times and place at which they intend to 
hold meetings for the purpose of carrying into effect the purposes 
of this part of this Act in relation to the several baronies of each 
county, and to each county of a city, and county of a town. 

11. As soon as conveniently may be after the publication of Hearing. 

40 the said notices, appointing the times and place of meetings, but 
not sooner than one month thereafter, the Commissioners shall con- 
sider the matters in question, and shall hear any person desiring to

subject nevertheless to such rules for regulating the proceedings 

before the Commissioners as they may make. 

Power to 12 . The Commissioners may by summons require the atten- 

seml for dance before them of any person to be examined as a witness before 5 
we°™ “ d them, and may by summons require any person to bring before 
them all books, papers, and writings in the possession, custody, or 
control of such person relating to any matter to be inquired into 
by tlie Commissioners. 

Person sum- 13. Every person so summoned shall attend as directed by the 10 
moned bound summonSj an d answer all questions touching the matter to be 
to attend. ^ and p^g produce all papers, books, and writings 

required, according to the tenor of the summons ; provided that 
any person so summoned shall not be bound to obey the sum- 
mons unless a reasonable sum is first paid or tendered to him for 15 
his expenses. 

Penalty for 14 . If any person on whom any summons under the authority 
non-attcnd- 0 f fljfe part of this Act is served, either personally or by delivery 
fusing togive at Ms last known or usual place of abode or business, fails to appear 
evidence. a ^ flu} time and place therein specified without reasonable excuse, or 20 
if any person appearing in accordance with any such summons 
refuses to be sworn or make affirmation (as the case may be), or to 
make answer to any question put to Mm touching any matter being 
then inquired into by the Commissioners, or if any person fails 
to produce and show to the Commissioners any book, paper, or 25 
writing in his possession, custody, or control which they may 
require to be produced, every such person shall for every such 
offence be liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty not exceed- 
ing twenty pounds, without prejudice to any other remedy against 
him. 30 

Power for 15 . The Commissioners, or any one of them, may administer

As to any other matter or thing in respect of which it may he 
expedient to make rules for the purpose of carrying this part 
of this Act into execution. 

Any rules made in pursuance of this section shall be deemed to 
10 he wit hin the powers conferred by this part of this Act, and shall 
be of the same force as if enacted in this part of this Act. 

Award. 

19. The Commissioners shall make then award (hereafter in Time for 
this Act referred to as “ the award”) not later than the 

15 20. The award shall set forth the decision of the Commissioners Contents of 

as to the several matters referred to them in relation to each county award * 
of a city, county of a town, barony, and district in respect to 
which the Co mm issioners have taken proceedings under the autho- 
rity of this Act. 

20 The award hereby directed to be made shall be signed by 
the Commissioners, and within one calendar month from the date 
thereof shall be lodged in the office of the chief secretary, and a 
copy of so much of the same as relates to each county of a city, 
county of a town, barony, and district shall be signed by the Com- 
25 missioners, and shall be lodged at the office of the secretary of the 
grand jury of such county of a city, county of a town, and of the 
county in which such barony or district is situate ; and every such 
secretary shall at all reasonable times permit any person interested 
to inspect the said award, when so deposited with him as aforesaid, 

30 upon payment of a fee of two shillings and sixpence for each such 
inspection. 

21. A copy of the said award shall be published by the Com- Publication 
missioners once in the Dublin Gazette, and such part of the same J||^ d by 
as relates to each county of a city, county of a town, and county s i 0U crs. 

35 shall be published in some newspaper printed or usually circulating 
in such county of a city, county of a town, and county once in each 
of three successive weeks, and shall be posted on or in the court- 
house of such county. 

The said award shall from and after the publication of a copy of 
40 the same in the Dublin Gazette be effectual to all intents and 
purposes and binding upon all persons whomsoever, and shall have 
[73.] A 3 
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the like effect as if the same had been enacted by Parliament ; and 
a production of a copy of such gazette purporting to he published 
by authority shall he conclusive evidence of such award, and of the 
several matters set forth in the same, and that all the provisions of 
this Act in relation to such award have been duly complied with 5 
by all courts, judges, justices, and others, without any proof being 
given that such copy was so printed. 

Where by the award the Commissioners have, by dividing any 
barony or uniting any baronies, constituted a new barony, such 
barony so constituted shall for the purposes of the principal and of 10 
this Act he deemed and taken to he a barony. 

22. Prom and after the publication in the Dublin Gazette of a 
copy of the said award the duties and powers of the Commissioners 
shall cease and determine.

Presentment Sessions. 

23. The number of cesspayers to be associated with the justices at 
presentment sessions to be holden in each county of a city, county 
of a town, and barony, under the authority and for the -purposes 

of the principal Act, shall, in relation to such county of a city, 20 
county of a town, and barony, be the number fixed and determined 
by the Commissioners, and such cesspayers shall be elected in 
manner directed by this Act. 

24. Every person who under the last previous applotment has 
paid grand jury cess, or is liable to pay grand jury cess, in respect of 25 
lands, tenements, or hereditaments of the net annual value of more 
than four pounds, as valued under the Acts relating to the valuation 

of rateable property in Ireland, in any county of a city, or county 
of a town, and in any barony which is not divided under the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall have a vote or votes in the election 30 
to be held under the provisions of this Act, of cesspayers to be 
associated with the justices at presentment sessions to be holden 
in and for such county of a city, or county of a town, and barony 
respectively under the authority and for the purposes of the prin- 
cipal Act, and may vote at any such election for any number of 35 
cesspayers not exceeding the number of cesspayers then to be 
elected. 

Every person who under the last previous applotment has paid 
or is liable to pay grand jury cess in respect of lands, tenements, or 
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hereditaments of tlie net annual value of more than four pounds, as 
valued under the Acts relating to the valuation of rateable property 
in Ireland, in any electoral district of any barony constituted 
under the provisions of this Act, shall have a vote or votes in the 
5 election, to be held under the provisions of this Act, of a cesspayer 
to represent such electoral district, and to be associated with the 
justices at the presentment sessions to be held in and for such 
barony under the provisions of the principal Act. 

Provided that in case two or more persons shall be jointly 
10 liable to pay or contribute to grand jury cess, each of them shall 
be entitled to vote according to the proportion and amount which 
shall be borne by him ; and where one only of the persons jointly 
liable shall claim to vote, he shall be entitled to vote in respect of 
the whole of the property in respect of which such persons may be 
15 jointly liable. 

In cases of property belonging to or occupied by any corporation 
aggregate, or any joint stock company, no member of such corpora- 
tion, or proprietor of or person interested in such joint stock 
company, shall be entitled to vote in respect thereof, but any 
20 officer of such corporation or joint stock company whose name shall 
be entered by the direction of the directors or governing body of 
such corporation or company in the books of the collector shall be 
entitled to vote in respect of such property in the same manner as if 
he were a cesspayer. 

25 Provided that no person shall be entitled to vote under the 
provisions of this section unless he shall have paid all grand jury 
cess previously applotted and which has become due by such person, 
or by the corporation or joint stock company in respect of whose 
property such person is entitled to vote, except such grand jury cess 
30 as has been applotted or become due within the six calendar months 
immediately preceding the tenth day of November previous to such 
voting. 

25. Any male person qualified to vote at an election under 
this Act of cesspayers to be associated with the justices at pre- 

35 sentment sessions to be holden in and for any county of a city, 
county of a town, or barony shall be qualified to be elected as a 
cesspayer to be associated with the justices at such sessions 
respectively. 

26. On the twenty -first day of November next after the com- 
4,0 mencement of this Act and on the twenty-first day of November 

in every year, or if that day should fall on a Sunday, then on 
the day next following, or within fourteen days next after such 
[73.] A 4 
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twenty-first day of November, the eesspayers to be associated with 
the justices at presentment sessions for each barony, county of city, 
and county of a town, for the ensuing year, to be computed from such 
twenty-first day of November, sliall be elected in the manner and at 
the place prescribed, and immediately upon then election the cess- 5 
payers previously appointed or elected in manner aforesaid shall go 
out of office ; provided always, that in every case the eesspayers 
whose terms of office expire on the twenty-first day of November in 
any year shall continue to act until others are elected in their stead, 
and that any cesspayer going out of office shall be eligible for re- 10 
election for the ensuing or any subsequent year. 

At each such election for any barony, county of a city or county 
of a town, the clerk for the time being of some poor law union 
in which such barony, county of a city or county of a town, or any 
part thereof, is situate, shall preside and take the poll, and every 15 
such clerk shall according to the best of his judgment and ability 
make a true return in writing to the secretary of the grand jury 
of the county in which such election was held of the persons who 
shall be elected at such election, and every person who shall be 
returned by such clerk shall be deemed to be duly elected. 20 

In case of an equality of votes being given at any such election 
for two or more candidates, such clerk shall determine by lot in 
the manner prescribed which of such candidates he shall return. 

Such clerk shall be appointed from tune to time by the commis- 
sioners for administering the laws for the relief of the poor in 25 
Ireland, and shall be paid such remuneration as the said commis- 
sioners think proper. 

27. The high constable or other collectors of money levied by 
grand jury presentment in any barony shall, on or before the 
fifteenth day of November in each year, make out and deliver to 30 
each clerk of a Poor Law Union appointed to preside at any elec- 
tion of associated eesspayers to be held during the next year, to be 
computed from the twenty-first day of November then next, a list of 
all persons, with their Christian names, surnames, and places of 
abode, who under the last applotment have paid or become liable 35 
to the payment of grand jury cess in respect of lands, tenements, 
or hereditaments in such barony of the net annual value of 
more than four pounds, as valued under the Acts relating to the 
valuation of rateable property in Ireland, excluding however, from 
such list every person who, previous to the tenth day of November 40 
then last, has not paid all grand jury cess which has been applotted 
and which has become due by such person within the six calendar 
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months immediately preceding such fifteenth day of November; and A.D. 1872. 

\ where any such barony is divided into electoral districts he shall 

specify the electoral district or districts in which such lands, tene- 
ments, or hereditaments are respectively situate ; and he shall make 
5 and sign a declaration at foot of such list under the provisions of an 
Act passed in the sixth year of the reign of His late Majesty King 
William the Fourth, chapter sixty-two, for the abolition of unneces- 
sary oaths, that the same has been fully and correctly prepared, 
according to the best of his information, knowledge, and belief. 

10 At any election during such year no person shall he entitled to 
vote unless his name is on such list, and such list shall he conclusive 
and binding on all parties. 

Any such high constable or other collector who neglects or refuses 
to make such list shall he guilty of an offence against this Act, and 
15 shall on conviction he liable to a penalty not exceeding fif ty pounds, 
or in default to six months imprisonment, with or without hard 
labour. 

28. In each county of a city or county of a town, and in each Mode of 
barony, which is not divided under the provisions of this Act into 
20 electoral districts, each of the cesspayers to be associated with the cesspayers. 
justices at presentment sessions in and for such county of a city, 
county of a town, and barony respectively, shall be elected by a 
majority of the votes of the cesspayers qualified under the pro- 
visions of this Act to vote at the election of such persons. 

25 Where a barony is divided into electoral districts under the pro- 
visions of this Act one cesspayer to be associated with the justices 
at presentment sessions in and for such barony shall be elected 
for each of the electoral districts into which such barony is divided 
by a majority of the votes of the cesspayers qualified under the 
30 provisions of this Act to vote at the election of such persons. 

At every such election any person entitled to vote at such election 
may propose for the office of associated cesspayers himself, if legally 
qualified, or any other person or persons (not exceeding the number 
of associated cesspayers to be elected) legally; qualified to be elected 
35 for that office. 

If the number of qualified-- -'candidates so nominated shall not 
exceed the number of persons to be elected at such election, the 
candidates so nom i nated shall be deemed to be duly elected, and 
shall be returned as such by the person presiding at such election. 

40 Where the number of qualified candidates, duly nominated, 
exceeds the number of associated cesspayers to be elected at such 
election, then a poll shall be taken at the time in the manner and 
subject to the provisions prescribed. 

[73.] B 
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In all sucli elections the votes shall he given or taken in writing 
by voting papers, and the same shall be collected and returned in 
such manner as may he prescribed, and the majority of the votes 
which shall he actually collected and returned in each county of 
a city, county of a town, and in each barony or electoral district 5 
shall in every such case he binding on such county of a city, county 
of a town, barony, or district. 

29. Where, under the provisions of any Act, any part of a 
barony is exempt from the payment of grand jury cess, except in 
respect of any such cess levied for county at large charges, such 10 
part of such barony shall for the purposes of the election of asso- 
ciated cesspayers he deemed not to form part of such barony. 

30. If any person at any such election as aforesaid knowingly 
and fraudulently gives a greater number of votes than he is by law 
entitled to give, or forges, falsifies, or knowingly and fraudulently 15 
alters, after signature, any voting paper, or conspires to forge, 
falsify, or so alter any such paper, or knowingly tenders or forwards 

to the proper officer any such paper forged, falsified, or so altered 
as aforesaid, or wilfully suppresses, carries off, destroys, or defaces 
any voting paper after the same has been issued by the returning 20 
officer, such person shall be guilty of an offence against this Act, 
and shall on conviction be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty 
pounds, or in default to six months imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour. 

31. Notwithstanding anything in the principal Act contained, 25 
it shall not be lawful for any justice of the peace to attend at any 
presentment sessions to be held in and for any barony in any 
county, or for any county of a city or county of a town, unless he 

is seised or possessed of lands, tenements, or hereditaments situate 
within such barony, county of a city, or county of a town, and has 30 
under the last previous applotment paid or is liable to pay grand 
jury cess in respect of such lands, tenements, or hereditaments. 

32. The clerk of the peace of each comity in Ireland shall, on or 
t before the twenty-first day of November in each year, make out for 

each barony in such county a list of the justices of the peace for such 35 
county, and of then respective addresses, qualified under the provi- 
sions of this Act, to attend at presentment sessions in and for such 
barony, and shall on or before such day transmit the same to the 
secretary of the grand jury of such county. 

The clerk of the peace of each county of a city or county of a 40 
town in Ireland shall, on or before the twenty-first day of No- 
vember in each year, make out a list of the justices of the peace of

such county of a city or county of a town, qualified under the pro- A.D. 1872. 
visions of this Act to attend at presentment sessions in and for 
such county of a city or county of a town; and shah on or before 
such day transmit the same to the secretary of the grand jury of 
5 such county of a city or county of a town. 

Where, at any such presentment sessions, the number of justices 
qualified and attending exceeds the number of associated cesspayers 
elected under the authority of this Act to attend at such present- 
ment sessions, then only such number of such justices as is equal to 
the numl> er of associated cesspayers elected as aforesaid shall take 
part in the proceedings at such presentment sessions. The justices 
who shall take part in such proceedings shall he elected by the 
justices present in the manner j)rescribed. 

The justices present as aforesaid shall choose one of then number 
IB to preside at such election, and such chairman shah have in addition 
to his vote a casting vote in case of an equality of votes. 

33 . The clerks of poor law unions presiding at elections under Costs of 
the provisions of this Act shall respectively provide all such forms Glect 'ons. 
voting papers, matters, and things as may he necessary for such 
20 elections respectively, and for taking the poll thereat! and may 
appoint such persons to assist them therein as they may think 
necessary, and as they may be authorised to appoint for such 
purpose under any rules made in pursuance of the provisions of this 
Act ni relation to such elections respectively ; and all the costs and 
2S expenses incurred by such clerks and their remuneration shall ho 
presented by the grand juries of the counties respectively in which 
such elections shall he held, to be levied off the baronies in relation 
to and for the purposes of which such elections shall l-espectivelv 
have heeu held. 

30 34 . The justices and associated cesspayers assembled at present- County at 

ment sessions in each barony shall on the first occasion of their Ges - 
meeting at presentment sessions in such barony after the twenty- 
first day of November in each year proceed to elect from amongst 
the number of persons qualified and elected to attend at such pre- 
35 sentment sessions the number of associated cesspayers and justices 
fixed and determined by the commissioners in relation to such 
barony, to represent such barony, and to attend at the present- 
ment sessions to be holden for the county in which such barony 
is situated under the authority and for the purposes of the principal 
40 Act in the county court-house, in respect of business relating to the 
comity at large.

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A.D. 1872. Each of the seyeral governing bodies of districts mentioned in 

the second column of the schedule A. to this Act annexed shall at 

their first meeting after the twenty-first day of November in each 
year proceed to elect from amongst the members of such body the 
number of persons fixed and determined by the commissioners m 5 
relation to such district to represent such district, and to attend at 
the presentment sessions to be holden for the county or counties 
in which the same or parts of the same are situated under the 
authority and for the purposes of the principal Act in the county 
court-house, in respect of business relating to the coimty at large. 10 
The persons so elected and no others shall be qualified to attend 
at such presentment sessions respectively for such counties (m this 
Act referred to as "county at large sessions’’) during the ensuing year 
to he computed from such twenty-first day of November, and imme- 
diately upon their election the persons previously elected shall go 15 
out of office ; provided always, that in every case the persons whose 
terms of office expire on the twenty-first day of November m any 
year shall continue to act until others are elected in their stead, and 
that any person going out of office shall be eligible for re-election 
for the ensuing or any subsequent year. 20 

At such election the chairman shall preside and take the poll, and 
shall according to the best of his judgment and ability make a true 
return in writing to the secretary of the grand jury of such county 
of the persons who shah be elected at such election, and every 
person who shall be returned by such officer shall be deemed to be 25 
legally elected. 

In case of an equality of votes at such election, such chan-man 
shall have, in addition to his vote, a casting vote. 

Members of 35. The members of each presentment sessions and county at 
SsSsTo 1 large sessions shall choose one of then number to preside thereat, 30 
elect chair- and such chairman shall have, in addition to his vote, a casting vote 
man * in case of an equality of votes. 

Supply of 30. If any person elected to attend at presentment sessions or 
vacancies county at large sessions in any county under the authority of this 

Act dies, resigns, or becomes disqualified to attend at such sessions 35 
before the expiration of his term of office, and notice of such death, 
resignation, or disqualification is given by any two cesspayers in 
such county to the secretary of the grand jury of such county, such 
secretary shall, as soon as may be thereafter, cause a notice of such 
death, resignation, or disqualification to be published once in each 40 
of two consecutive weeks, in some newspaper circulated within 
such county and of an election to fill the vacancy thereby created.

of the first publication in such newspaper of such notice, and the J

10 of the county in or for which such sessions are held, or who is or 
after election becomes concerned or participates in any manner in 
any contract or in the profit thereof, or in any public work to be 
executed or done in the county in which such sessions are held. 



38. "Where any person who voted or who was qualified to vote ^ 

15 at any election under the authority of this Act thinks that there yote ,,,,,,, 
was in respect of any such election any undue or unlawful pro- petition 
ceeding, or that any person elected at such election was not at the e ] ec q on _ 
time of such election duly qualified to be so elected, it shall be 
lawful for such person, within one month after such election, to 
20 present a petition to the civil bill court of the county in which such 
election took place (in this section referred to as “ the court”), 
complaining of such undue or unlawful proceeding, or that such 
person was not duly qualified as aforesaid . 

Every such petition shall be in the prescribed form, and shall be 
25 delivered to the prescribed officer of the court. 

Every person so petitioning shall within three days after lodging 
such petition deliver a copy of such petition to the person who 
presided at the election in relation to which such petition has been 
presented, and to every person whose election or return is eom- 
30 plained of therein. 

At the time of the delivery of the petition to the prescribed 
officer, or within three days afterwards, security for the payment of 
all costs, charges, and expenses that may become payable by the 
petitioner — 

35 («.) To any person summoned as a witness on his behalf, or 

(5.) To the person whose election or return is complained of, 
shall be given on behalf of the person presenting the petition. 

The security shall be to an amount of twenty pounds ; it shall be 
given either by recognizance to be entered into by any number of 
40 sureties not exceeding four, or by a deposit of money in manner 
prescribed, or partly in one way and partly in the other. 
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A.RW 2 . At the next sitting of the court held after the expiration of ten 
days after the presenting of such petition and the giving of such 
security, the court shall proceed to inquire into and decide upon 
the matters and allegations contained in such petition, and shall 
have power to take evidence upon oath, and to compel the atten- 5 
dance of witnesses, and shall haye all and the same powers, juris- 
diction, and authority as in other cases coming within the jurisdiction 
of the court, and shall either confirm the election or order a new 
eleotion, or make such order and giye such relief in the premises 
as may seem right, and such decision and orders shall in all respects 10 
be final and conclusive upon all parties. 

Where the court has declared that the election of any person 
was void, such person shall cease to act as such, and there shall be 
a vacancy, which vacancy shall be filled by the election of some 
person by the persons qualified to vote at such election, according 15 
to the provisions of this Act.

39. It shall be lawful for the grand jury of any county at any 
assizes held in or for such county at any time after the expiration 
of five years from the making of the award by the commissioners, 
upon the application of any ten cesspayers in such county, and if 20 
they are of opinion that, having regard to the provisions of the 
principal Act and this Act, it is expedient that any barony or 
any electoral district in any barony of such county should be 
divided and that such divisions should be constituted baronies or 
electoral districts respectively, or that any part or parts of any 25 
barony or baronies, electoral district or districts in any barony of 
such county should be united and constituted a barony or an 
electoral district respectively, or that the same should be added to 
any barony or electoral district, by an order made at such assizes, 
to divide such barony or electoral district, and constitute such 30 
divisions to be baronies or electoral districts respectively, or to unite 
any part or parts of such baronies or electoral districts and con- 
stitute such part or parts so united a barony or an electoral 
district respectively, or add the same to any barony or electoral 
district, as they shall think fit. ' gg 



Every such order shall be signed by the foreman of the grand jury 
making the same, and shall be countersigned by the secretary of 
such grand jury. 

A copy of every such order shall forthwith be sent by the secre- 
tary of the grand jury which has made the same to the clerk of the 40 
Privy Council in Ireland, who thereupon shall submit the same for 
confirmation by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland, 
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in the manner by this Act provided, and such order shall not be of A.D. 1872. 
any validity until the same has been so confirmed. 

Notice of the intended submission of any such order shall he given 
at least one month before the day fixed for such confirmation by the 
5 clerk of the said Privy Council, by the publication of such notice 
and order once in each of two consecutive weeks in some newspaper 
circulated within the county to which such order has reference. 

It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, on 
the day fixed for the intended confirmation of any such order, to 
10 confirm the same as it stands, or with such variation, alteration, 
or modification as may seem fit : Provided always, that where any 
person is dissatisfied with any such order it shall be lawful for such 
person, within fourteen days after the publication of the notice of 
the intended submission for confirmation of such order, to appeal 
15 against the same, and such appeal shall be in writing, stating the 
grounds thereof, and shall be signed by such person, and shall 
within such time be lodged with the clerk of the Privy Council; 
and it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, 
previous to the confirmation of any such order, to hear and determine 
20 such appeal against the same, and to make such order as to the 
costs of such appeal as may seem meet. 

When any such order has been confirmed as aforesaid, the clerk 
of the said Privy Council shall transmit a copy of the same to the 
secretary of the grand jury to which such order relates, and shall 
25 cause a copy of the same to be published once in the Dublin 
Gazette, and once in the newspaper in which the notice of in- 
tended confirmation was published ; and a production of a copy of 
the Dublin Gazette containing a copy of such order and purporting 
to be published by authority shall be conclusive evidence of the 
30 existence and of the due making, confirmation, and publication of such 
order, without any proof being given that such copy was so printed. 

Every such order shall be in force and take effect immediately 
after the assizes next after the same is confirmed. 

In case any such grand jury refuses to comply with the applica- 
35 tion of such cesspayers as aforesaid, the said cesspayers may appeal 
against such decision to the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, 
and thereupon it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant and Privy 
Council to hear and determine such appeal, and, if they think 
proper, to make a draft order, dividing, uniting, or altering 
40 baronies, or electoral districts, and constituting baronies and elec- 
toral districts in such manner as they shall think fit. 

Such draft order shall not be of any validity until the same has 
been confirmed in like manner and subject to the like conditions 
as to notice of intended confirmation, right of appeal, and otherwise, 
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A.D. 1872. as an order made for the like purpose by a grand jury, and after 
confirmation the same shall he published and may he proved in like 
manner in every respect as an order made by a grand jury and such 
order shall take effect immediately after the assizes next after the 
confirmation of the same. 

Where by any order made under the authority of this section 
any alteration is made in the constitution of any barony, such 
barony and every barony affected by such alteration, shall as altered 
he deemed and taken to he a barony within the meaning and for 
the purposes of the principal Act and this Act. 

Where by any order made under the authority of this section any 
alteration is made in the constitution of any barony in any county, 
such order shall specify the alteration (if any) consequent there- 
upon in the number of associated cesspayers to he elected to 
attend at presentment sessions to he held in and for such barony 
and in every barony affected by such alteration, and if such 
barony is divided into electoral districts, the alteration (if any) in 
the number or constitution of such districts, and such order shall 
also specify the number of justices and associated cesspayers to he 
elected to attend at county at large sessions in such county to 
represent such barony and every barony affected by such alteration. 

Where by any order made under the authority of this section the 
number of electoral districts in any barony is increased or decreased, 
the fixed number of associated cesspayers for such barony shall 
be deemed to receive a like increase or decrease so that the number 
of associated cesspayers and electoral districts in such barony shall 
he the same. 

Privy Coun- 40. The Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland may 
rules St fi’ om time to time make, and when made may rescind, annul, alter, 
elections. or add to rules (not being inconsistent with this part of this Act) 
with respect to the mode of conducting and taking the poll at the 
election of elected members of, and of justices qualified to attend at 
presentment sessions, and at the election of members of county at 
large sessions, and also with respect to the practice, procedure, and 
costs of petitions under the authority of this part of this Act, 
and may by such rules fix the places and times at which elections 
of associated cesspayers for presentment sessions shall he held in 
baronies and for electoral districts of baronies, and in counties of 
cities and counties of towns. 

Any rules made in pursuance of this section shall he deemed to 
he within the powers conferred by tills Act, and shall he of the 
same force as if enacted in this Act, and shall he judicially noticed.

Constitution of Grand Juries. 

41. The rules and regulations which, under the provisions of the Amendment 
principal Act, the sheriff of each county is directed to observe in of lilw . as t0 

5 framing the panel of persons summoned to serve on the grand jury ^“n” 7 
of such county at each assizes, shall he subject to the modifications counties, 
following ; (that is to say,) 

The sheriff of any county shall not place upon such panel the 
name of any person who has not in such county freehold lands of 
10 the net annual value of fifty poimds, or leasehold lands of the net 
annual value of two Imndred pounds, as valued under the Acts 
relating to the valuation of rateable property in Ireland. 

The sheriff of any county shall not be deemed to have duly 
framed such panel unless amongst the persons taken from such 
15 panel to constitute the grand jury or inquest of such county there 
is for each barony in such county, and for each district mentioned 
in the second column of the schedule A. to this Act annexed, and 
situate in such county, some one person being, in respect of lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments in such barony or district, qualified to 
20 serve on such grand jury, or unless, where for any one barony or 
district there is no such person, the said sheriff can prove that he 
has duly summoned all the persons qualified as aforesaid in respect 
of lands, tenements, or hereditaments in such barony or district. 

The sheriff of every county shall prepare and submit to the 
25 judge of assize at each assizes a detailed statement of the manner 
in which he has complied with the said regulations, and shall 
verify the same on oath.

43. Any sheriff who makes default in complying with any of Penalty on 
the provisions of this Act shall, on proof of such default before ’the Bheri “' 
judge of assize, be liable to a penalty not exceeding five Imndred 
pounds, which such judge is hereby authorised to impose.

constitute the finance committee of such county for the ensuing 
year, to he computed from such twenty-first day of November, and 
immediately upon their appointment the persons previously appointed 
shall be out of office ; provided always, that in every case the persons 
whose terms of office expire on the twenty-first day of November io 
in any year shall continue to act until others are appointed in their 
stead, and that any person going out of office shall be eligible for 
re-election for the ensuing or any subsequent year ; and in default 
of the appointment of a finance committee, it shall and may be 
lawful to and for the judge of assize at the assizes for such county, 15 
next after such twenty -first day of November and he is hereby 
required to make such appointment.

48. The county surveyor for each county shall within thirty days 
before the day appointed for the holding of the first presentment

secretary of the grand jury of such county a statement, in which he 
shall specify all the public works for which he may think application 
necessary, and shall number and arrange the works therein comprised 
according as they may be proposed to be defrayed by the county at 
15 large or any barony thereof, and the said secretary shall cause a copy 
of such statement to be published once in each of the two con- 
secutive weeks next after the receipt of the same in some newspaper 
circulated in such county, and he shall also cause copies of so 
much of the said statement as relates to presentments to be levied 
20 off the county at large and off each barony to be posted in con- 
spicuous places at or near every constabulary barrack, and every 
house or place in which petty sessions are held within such barony, 
and such statement shall in relation to each of the several public 
works specified therein be deemed to be an application for such 
25 works duly made within the meaning of the principal Act ; and 
notwithstanding anything in the principal Act contained, applica- 
tions for presentments for public works by two persons paying grand 
jury cess shall from and after the commencement of this Act be 
made for such works only as may from time to time be omitted

51. Where, under the authority of section twelve of the principal 
Act, application for any works, the expense of which it is proposed 
to levy off any county at large, has been made and approved at the 5 
presentment sessions holden in and for the barony in which such 
works are locally situate, no presentment for the same shall he 
made unless a further application for such works is made and 
approved at the county at large sessions, in like manner in every 
respect as, under the provisions of the said section, applications for 10 
works are to he made at county at large sessions. 

Provided always, that in such cases as it seems just, it shall he 
lawful for the baronial sessions to approve of any such application 
for works, subject to the condition that a part of the expense of such 
works shall be levied off such barony and the remainder off the 15 
county at large. 

52. Notwithstanding anything in the forty-seventh section of 
the principal Act contained, and limiting the functions of every 
grand jury in respect of all applications made at any presentment 
sessions to the approval or rejection of the same as approved or 20 
modified by such sessions, and to the presenting or annulling of the 
same accordingly, where application for any contract for any works 

of maintenance has been approved at any presentment sessions, and 
such contract is in the opinion of the grand jury an extravagant 
or improper contract, and the application for the same is by reason 25 
of such extravagance or impropriety annulled by the grand jury, 
then and in every such case it shall be lawful for the grand jury 
to make temporary provision until the then next assizes for the 
execution in the meantime by the county surveyor of such of the 
said works of maintenance as are proved before them on oath to be 30 
necessary, and to present for the execution of such works such sum 
of money to be paid to such county surveyor as may be necessary 
to be expended by such county surveyor in the execution of such

Whenever tlie comity surveyor withholds a certificate of the 
due performance of any contract or any part of a contract made for 
a longer period than one year, and for which payment may be 
demanded during the pendency of the same, and makes a report to 
the presentment sessions to which application is made for such 5 
payment, stating that he has so withheld his certificate because of 
the negligent or improper manner in which such contract or such 
part has been performed, then and in such case such presentment 
sessions shall inquire into the truth of the several matters stated in 
such report, and certify the result of such inquiries upon, such 10 
report, and such report shall, together with such application, be laid 
before the grand jury by the secretary of the grand jury at the next

58. Where application is made for building, rebuilding, repairing, 
altering, or enlarging any bridge, such application shall specify the 
limits of lateral and vertical deviation within which such building, 
repair, alteration, or enlargement is proposed to be made, and when 
any presentment is made for the same, then in completing such 30 
building, repair, alteration, or enlargement and all works necessary 
thereto, the persons authorised to complete the same may deviate 
laterally and vertically within the limits specified as aforesaid. 

59. Where in the execution of a contract for any public work 

in any county under the authority of the principal Act any inter- 35 
ruption is caused to any lands or to the traffic upon any road 
adjoining such work the contractor of such work shall be deemed 
to have contracted to construct, and shall construct such accom- 
modation works as may be necessary for making good such inter- 
ruption, and if any difference arises respecting the construction 40 
of any such accommodation works or as to the kind or size or 
sufficiency thereof, or as to the maintenance thereof, the same shall 
be determined by two justices of such county, and such justices 
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shall also appoint the time within which such accommodation works A.D. 1872. 
are to he begun and finished by the contractor. 

If the contractor for fourteen days next after the time appointed 
by such justices for the beginning of any such accom m odation 
5 works fail to begin such works, or having begun such works fail 
diligently to execute the same in a sufficient manner, the person 
aggrieved by such failure in the case of lands, or in the case of a 
road the county surveyor, may execute such works, and the reason- 
able expenses thereof shall he repaid by the contractor to such 
10 person or surveyor by whom the same have been executed, and if 
there he any dispute about the amount or nature of such expenses 
the same shall he settled by two justices of such county. 



60. Where, under the provisions of section fifty-five of the prin- Amendment 
cipal Act, application is made for a new road, no presentment for 6&7W.4. 
15 the same shall he made unless in addition to the notice directed by c. lie. 
the said section to he personally served upon or left at the house 
of each occupier of the land through which such new road is notice to be 
intended to be made, within the time thereby prescribed, a like served upon 
notice is served within such time personally upon or is left at the 
20 house of, or is sent in a registered letter by post to the last known 
place of abode of each owner or reputed owner of the land through 
which such road, is intended to he made. 



61. Erom and after the passing of this Act no application shall 
he made for a presentment for the repair or keeping in repair of 

25 any road which is less in width than twelve feet, unless before the 
passing of this Act the expense of making or keeping in repair such 
road was levied under the authority of a presentment made under 
the principal Act. 

62. The provisions of section one hundred and twenty-eight of 
30 the principal Act shall extend and apply in the case of all works, 

whether the same are works of construction or maintenance. 

63. The provisions of section one hundred and sixty-two of the 
principal Act conferring powers upon county surveyors and con- 
tractors to dig for materials wanted for certain works therein 

35 specified, shall he modified in manner following ; that is to say, 

The term “ other materials ” shall he construed to include “ clay, 
earth, and sods.” 

In case any owner or occupier of land to whom satisfaction is by 
the said section directed to he made, shall refuse or after four days 
40 notice in wilting from the surveyor or contractor neglect to name 
a householder on his part for the purposes in said section set forth, 
then one householder shall he named for him by the justice in said 
[73.] C 4 
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section mentioned, and the person so nominated shall for all the 
purposes of the said section he deemed to have been named by such 
owner or occupier, and shall act in every respect in like manner 
as if he had been so named as aforesaid. 

The provisions of the said section shall extend to any contractor 5 
for and to any person duly authorised to make works under section 
sixty-one of the principal Act. 

64. The provisions of this Act shall apply to the county of 
Dublin, subject to the modifications following : 

The expression “the principal Act ” shall mean the Act of the 10 
session of the seventh and eighth years of the reign of Her present 
Majesty, chapter one hundred and six, intituled “ An Act to con- 
“ solidate and amend the Laws for the Regulation of Grand Jury 
“ Presentments in the County of Dublin ” as the same is amended 
hy any Act or Acts. 15 

The finance com m ittee of the county of Dublin from time to time 
elected in manner by this Act directed shall act as the finance 
committee within the meaning and for the purposes of the Principal 
Act as amended hy this Act. 

Sections 45, 46, 47, and 62 of this Act shall not apply to the 20 
county of Dublin. 

Where sections 12, 14, 15, 55, 61, and 162 of the principal Act 
are referred to in any of the foregoing provisions of this Act, 
then in lieu of such sections in the application of such provisions to 
the county of Dublin, the sections following shall he deemed to he 25 
referred to in such provisions, sections 74, 76, 77, 58, 62, and 136. 

65. Offences against this Act may he prosecuted, with respect to 
the police district of Dublin metropolis, subject and according to 
the provisions of any Act regulating the powers and duties of 
justices of the peace for such district or of the police of such 30 
district, and with respect to other parts of Ireland, before a justice 

or justices of the peace sitting in petty sessions, subject and 
according to the provisions of The Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 
1851, and any Act amending the same, and all penalties recovered 
shall be applied in manner directed hy The Pines Act (Ireland), 35 
1851, and any Act amending the same. 

66. After the commencement of this Act there shall he repealed 
the several parts of the Acts specified in the schedule C. to this 
Act annexed, to the extent in the said schedule mentioned : Pro- 
vided always, that no repeal hereby enacted shall affect any order 4,9 
made or any act or tiling duly done under or hy virtue of any of the 
sections hereby repealed.
